Claim 3. A method for identifying a test agent as potentially antibacterial, 
comprising: 

(a) providing: 

(i) macrophage cells; and 

(ii) test agent; 

(b) contacting said macrophage cells in the presence of said test agent to 
produce contacted macrophage cells and in the absence of said test 
agent to produce control cells; and 

(c) detecting reduced activity of Protein Kinase R in said treated cells 
compared to Protein Kinase R in said control cells, wherein said 
detecting identifies said test agent as potentially anti-bacterial. 

Claims 6, 8-23, 25, 28-34: Cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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2. Rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Waring is 
withdrawn in view of Applicants' arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Rejection of claims 1 and 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Waring, Jesenberger, et al., and Liu, et al. is withdrawn in view of Applicants' 
arguments and amendment of claim 3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 3 are allowed.
